Everyone who 
could borrow, beg or swipe an umbrella 
had one when the parade was organized 
before the general rain began. 

It had rained all the morning and 
walking was sloppy underfoot, About 
noon it Held up @ bit and looked for a 
while that the rain ‘Was over. This gave 
the clubs a chance to assemble and 
make ready for the parade. 

Thousands of. paper pickaxes, with 
white handles and red picks, were pilea 
up in the headquarters of the Young 
Men’s Marching Club at the corner of 
Walton and North Broad streets, The 
north side wards marched by there, and 
each man got a pickaxe and a mega- 
phone. The soutn side wards were fur- 
nished with walking canes, from the 
top of which there flew: ‘‘Maddox.”’

Self-appointed 
orators interrupted the talking every 
eentence or two, and the speaker had 
great difficuty in making himself 
heard.

Apreement Between the United 


States and Japan, 


FRANK AVOWAL AS TO AIMS 


The Two Governments Have Reach- 
ed an Understanding as to 
the Policies to Be Pur- 
sued in the Pacific 
Ocean, 


Washington, December 1|I.—The notes 


exchanged between the United States 
and Japan, ‘‘declaring their policy in 
the Far East,”’ hich have been the 
Bubject of Eo ces between 
Secretary of State Root and Ambassa- 
dor Takahira for some months, were 
made public at the state department to- 
night. Accompanying the declaration 
are two letters, one from Mr. Takahira 
and one from Mr. Root, the former ex, 
pressing the belief that a frank avowal 
of the aim, policy and intention of the 
two countries holding important outly- 
ing possessions, in the region of the 
Pacific ocean Would not only tend to 
Strengthen the relation of friendship 
and good neighborhood between the 
two nations, but would materfally con- 
tribute to the preservation of the gen- 
eral g00d peace, and the latter declar- 
Ing that ‘this expression of mutual ex- 
pression is welcome to the government 
of the United States.’’ 
Purport of Notes. 


Each letter, in’ which ia included the 
declaration, is dated November 30, the 
day on which the exchange took place 
The five separate notes, in explicit 
terms, are as follows: 

“1. It is the wish of the two govern- 
ments to encourage the free and peace- 
ful development of their commerce on 
the Pacific Ocean. : 

“2. The policy of both governments, 
uninfluenced by any aggressive ten- 
dencies,

‘4. They are also determined to pre- 
serve the common interests of all pow- 
ers in China by supporting by all pa- 
cifle méans at their disposal the inde- 
pendence and integrity of China and the 
principle of equal opportunity for com- 
merce and industry of all nations in 
that empire. 

‘5S. Should any event occur threaten- 
ing the status quo as above described 
or the principle of equal opportunity 
as above defined, it remains for the two 
governments to communicate with each 
Other, in order to arrive at. an under- 
Standing as to what measvyres they may 
consider it useful to take.’’ 


What Takahira Says. 


Ambassador Takahira, in a statement 
issued subsequently to the making pub 
lic of the notes, declared they were 
simply a reaffirmation of what was de- 
Clared by the two governments years 
ago. It was “something like a trans- 
action between trusted friends.” The 
ambassador pointed out that the notes 
are not a treaty or agreement. “Japan,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘has entire confidence in the 
great moral strength of the United 
States government, and the latter fully 
trusts In the strong, good faith of the 
Japanese government, as has been 
amply proved by past experienae. It 
is sincerely to be hoped that the peo- 
ple of each country will have the same 
confidence as their own government in 
respect to the declaration of the other, 
and in doing so there will be everything 
to gain and nothing to lose, and friend- 
ly intercourse and commercial! relations 
wil be fully developed.” 

The substance of tue declaration was 
furnished in advance of its signing to 
the various governments interested in 
Chinese affairs and cordial responses of 
sympathy came from them.

Cowan was first lodged at the station 
house, charged with drunk and disor- 
derly conduct, but was later taken [to 
the Tower on a warrant issued in Jus- 
tice Landrum’s court and charging as- 
sault with attempt to murder. The

CONSTITUTION 


Augusta Wants to Provide 
Means of Raising More 
Money. 


Augusta, Ga., December |.—(Special.)— 


|At the next session of the general! as- 


sembly of Georgia a bill will be intro- 
duced by representatives from Rich- 
mond county to amend the state con- 
stitution so that any city may have 
the right to issue municipal bonds dn 
50 per cent of its income-bearing prop- 
érty. 

A draft of the btit» has been made 
out by Mayor DuhWar, by whom 
proposed amendment was conceived, 
and submitted to the legislative com- 
mittee of the chamber of commerce 
for their approval, so that it may 
possible to carry out the original po'- 
icy of presenting a bill that bears the 
official indorsement of both municipa’' 
authorities and organized commercia! 
interest¢, 

Obviously the purpose of the bill is 
to provide Augusta a means of raising 
money necessary for the erection of 
levee for protection against future 
disaster by flood. The assessed tax 
valuation of the city’s income-bearing 
property is more than $1,500,000, so it 
will be an easy matter to raise suffi- 
cient funds by the issuance of muni- 
fipal bonds if the amendment is rati- 
fied.

He gave the views of the sea 
island cotton growers and suggested 
that a tariff commission should : have 
charge of the tariff.

Clark, “‘without in any wise discussing 
even infringing on the relative vir- 
tues of a protective tariff and a tariff 
for revenue. that tne recent election 
and other elections preceding it, have 
forever established as a part of our sys- 
tem of government, the indirect scheme 
of taxation; the levy and collection of 
customs duties on articles imported into 
this country from foreign lands.
